Although the Commonwealth was 
forced to drop the charge of selling 
liquor without a license against Wil­ 
liam Thompson, the jury returned a 
verdict of guilty in the first case of 
its kind against Thompson on 
the 
charge of transporting liquor illegal­ 
ly, at the opening session of the crim­ 
inal court this morning. 
The verdict 
was reached after the jury had been 
out about an hour, Thursday evening. 
The sudden conclusion of the latter 
charge came as a complete surprise to 
everyone in the court room at the time. 
The Court after hearing the evidence of 
both the Commonwealth and t.ie de­ 
fendant and 
after both the 
District 
Attorney and the counsel for Thomp­ 
son had made their charge to the jury, 
the Court usked to see the indictment. 
After looking at the paper for a few 
minutes, he instructed the jury to re­ 
turn a verdict of not guilty under the 
indictment
